Application is hereby made on behalf of GOODRICH DRILLERS, L.L.C. for the
calling of a public hearing, after legal notice, to consider evidence relative to the issuance
of Orders pertaining to the following matters in the 7,400' Sand, Reservoir A, in the Weeks
Island Field, Iberia Parish, Louisiana, to-wit:

To revise the existing 7400 RA SUA created by Office of
Conservation Order No. 146-XX, effective April 20, 1999, by
expanding the sand definition to include the entire interval between
the depths of 7,310 feet and 7,908 (electrical log measurements) in
the Goodrich Dirillers, L.L.C. - Goodrich/Cocke No. 3 Well (OH)
located in Section 26, Township 14 South, Range 6 East, Iberia
Parish, Louisiana;

To maintain in force and effect the identical exterior geographical
boundaries for the revised 7400 RA SUA as currently are in effect for
the existing 7400 RA SUA;
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3. To extend, except as in conflict herewith, the pertinent provisions of
Office of Conservation Order No. 146-XX, effective April 20, 1999, to
the proposed revised unit;
4. To consider such other matters as may be appropriate and justified

by the evidence presented at the hearing.

The 7,400' Sand, Reservoir A, in the Weeks Island Field, Iberia Parish, Louisiana,
was previously defined in Office of Conservation Order No. 146-XX, effective April 20,
1999, but is proposed to be redefined to be that oil and gas bearing sand encountered
between the depths of 7,310 feet and 7,908 feet (electrical log measurements) in the
Goodrich Drillers, L.L.C. - Goodrich/Cocke No. 3 Well (OH) located in Section 26,
Township 14 South, Range 6 East, Iberia Parish, Louisiana.

The pre-application conference tentatively scheduled for Friday, November 2,
2001 WILL NOT BE HELD, as it was not requested within the delays provided for by the
Rules of Procedure.
